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A  GRADUATE  SUMMER  SCHOOL 

Columbia  Seminary  will  have  its  first  graduate  summer  school  this 
summer  from  August  4th  through  the  28th.  Three  professors  will  comprise 
the  faculty,  and  each  professor  will  offer  two  courses.  Each  course  will 
carry  an  academic  credit  of  two  quarter  hours.  No  student  will  take  more 
than  three  courses.  All  of  the  courses  will  be  applicable  for  credit  toward 
the  Th.  M.  degree.  While  Columbia  Seminary  does  not  at  present  offer  a 
doctor's  degree,  it  is  possible  that  work  taken  this  summer  can  later  be 
worked  into  a  doctoral  program  of  study. 

All  of  the  classes  will  be  held  in  the  newly  completed  John  Bulow 
Campbell  Library.  Hence  classes  and  studying  can  be  conducted  in  air- 
conditioned  comfort.  As  Atlanta  is  in  the  foothills  with  1050  feet  elevation, 
the  climate  is  usually  very  fine.  The  minister  needs  some  recreation  as  well 
as  study  in  his  month  of  vacation.  The  Seminary  has  facilities  for  softball. 
tennis,  volley  ball  and  shuffle  board  on  the  campus,  and  there  are  golf 
courses  near  at  hand.  Decatur  and  Atlanta  offer  many  other  advantages  for 
various  types  of  recreation. 

The  Seminary  has  a  large  number  of  rooms  that  can  be  occupied  by 
men  who  come  by  themselves  or  with  their  wives.  This  summer  there  will 
be  only  a  very  few  apartments  available  for  those  who  come  with  children, 
as  the  temporary  apartments  are  being  torn  away  and  the  new  apartments 
will  not  be  ready.  The  dining  hall  will  be  open  to  provide  meals  for  those 
living  in  the  dormitories.  Rooms  and  apartments  will  be  assigned  on  a 
first-come-first-served  basis,  so  it  is  recommended  that  prospective  students 
make  their  reservations  through  Miss  C.  Virginia  Harrison  as  soon  as 
possible. 

The  following  classes  will  be  offered: 

140.    New  Testament,  The  Epistles  to  the  Corinthians. — 

Introduction  to  the  exegesis  of  selected  portions  of  the  Greek  text.  The  life 
and  work  of  the  early  church.  Professor  Cartledge.  9:15  a.m. 

143.    New  Testament,  Advanced  Textual  Criticism. — ■ 

Some  practice  in  handling  manuscripts,  collating  and  evaluating  their 
texts,  and  a  study  of  some  of  the  more  detailed  theories  in  the  field.  Some 
review  of  the  basic  theories  for  the  benefit  of  those  who  are  somewhat  rusty. 
Professor  Cartledge.  8:15  a.m. 

157a.    English  Bible,  The  Gospel  of  John. — ■ 

In  this  course  we  will  study  the  Gospel  according  to  John.  This  work  will 
be  done  from  an  analytical  standpoint  and  as  thoroughly  and  devotionally 
as  time  will  permit.  There  will  be  little  opportunity  for  a  harmony  of  the 
Cospels,  but  comparisons  and  contrasts  will  not  be  avoided.  The  supreme 
object  of  the  course  is  to  learn  more  of  our  Lord  and  to  provide  material 
for  sermons.  Professor  Brown.  9:15  a.m. 

455.    Homiletics,  Sermon  Studies. — 

An  analytical  study  of  selected  masterpieces  from  the  time  of  the  Refor- 
mation until  the  present.  Professor  Gillespie.  8:15  a.m. 


461.    Homiletics,  Preaching  from  the  Prophets. — 

An  effort  is  made  in  this  course  to  see  the  prophets  in  their  historical  set- 
ting, and  to  find  in  them  the  creative,  ethical,  and  redemptive  message  which 
will  serve  the  Church  in  the  present  era.  Papers  are  required  for  the  pur- 
pose of  enabling  the  student  to  reconstruct  the  historical  context  of  the 
prophetic  movement.  Professor  Gillespie.  11:00  a.m. 

471.    Evangelism,  An  Advanced  Course  in  Evangelism. — 

In  this  course  we  will  deal  with  the  types  of  Evangelism,  especially  from 
the  standpoint  of  personalizing  the  work.  Visitation  Evangelism  and  Mass 
Evangelism  will  also  be  considered.  The  message,  methods,  and  modes  of 
Evangelism  will  be  taught.  Plans  for  inspiring  laymen  to  do  this  work  will 
be  part  of  this  course.  There  will  be  a  consideration  of  the  work  of  great 
Evangelists  and  the  secret  of  their  success.  Professor  Brown.  12:00  noon. 

The  expenses  for  the  school  will  be  as  follows: 

Tuition:  $3.50  per  quarter  hour   ($21  for  a  normal  full  load). 
Room  and  board  for  student  alone:  $50.00. 
Room  and  board  for  student  and  wife:  $95.00. 
Apartment  rent    (if  available)  :   $40.00. 

Inquiries  about  academic  matters  should  be  addressed  to  S.  A.  Cartledge, 
dean  of  the  Graduate  Department.  The  treasurer,  Miss  C.  Virginia  Harri- 
son, will  handle  the  arrangements  for  room  and  board  and  fees. 

While  the  Seminary  does  not  normally  provide  any  scholarship  help 
for  graduate  work,  funds  are  available  to  aid  a  limited  number  of  pastors 
in  rural  and  town  churches.  Inquiry  concerning  this  aid  should  be  ad- 
dressed to  President  J.  McDowell  Richards. 

Classes  will  start  on  schedule  Tuesday  morning,  August  4th.  Students 
may  register  Monday  afternoon.  The  first  meal  will  be  served  in  the 
dining  hall  Monday  evening  at  6  o'clock.
